RURAL PRODUCTION 


South Australia Bulletin No. 15 of 1958. 


This Bulletin summarises the principal statistics relating to livestock 
and cereals recently published in Bulletins 9 and 12 and gives data concerning other 
crops, exports, manures used, implements, employment, etc., some items being pro- | 
visional. Particulars of varieties of wheat, barley, oats and peas were published 
in Bulletin 13. 


In the various tables in this bulletin, production results of the season 
1957-58 are compared with corresponding figures for the previous 2 seasons and for 
the pre-war season 1938-39. In the text, figures for 1956-57 are show in paren- 
theses.

During 1948-49 there was the record production of 10,906,372 lbs. of 
honey and of 140,384 lbs. of beeswax. For 1957-58 (1956-57) there were 4,150,911 
(8,169,504) lbs. of honey and 86,488 (116,305) lbs. of beeswax. There were 936 
(817) beekeepers with 56,245 (74,137) productive and 27,831 (12,695) unproductive 
hives,
